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Senate Called

WASHINGTON M - The Senate 


was called into an unusual Satur- 
day session today with prospects 
lor a crucial test vote by nightfall 
*h President Eisenhower's Middle 
East resolution. 


The 
test 
shaped 
up 
on 
an 


amendment to deny the President 
the authority he asks to spend up 
to 200 million dollars in available 
funds to strengthen the economies 
and security forces of nations in 
the area. 


Administration 
forces 
regard 


this vote as a major hurdle. In 
advance of the session, the resolu- 
«on's supporters 
expressed confi- 


ence the amendment would bo 


rejected by at least 15 votes. 


Defeat of the amendment would 


pave the way for adoption of the 
resolution 
by an expected 
wide 


margin, probably next week. The 
Senate has been debating the res- 
solution for two weeks. 


In addition to the military-cco- 


nomic aid feature, the resolution 
would declare a readiness to use 
American armed forces to block 
*ny open Communist 
aggression 
in the area, provided a nation un- 
der attack asks for such aid and 
the President deems such a step 
to be necessary. 


As passed 
overwhelmingly 
by 


the House last month, the resolu- 
tion contained the military-econo- 
mic aid provisions. 


Sponsors

aimed at stripping the military-' 
economic aid provisions from the 
resolution are 
Democratic 
Sens. 


fRussell of Georgia, Byrd of Vir- 


ginia, Stennis of Mississippi 
and
